Nearly  all  deciduous  trees  and  shrubs  can  be  advantageously  shipped  and  transplanted  in 
Autumn ;  also  Lilies,  Herbaceous  Plants  and  hardy  Eoses  in  the  open  ground.  Japanese  Maples, 
Ehododendrons  and  hardy  Azaleas  are  also  advantageously  planted  in  the  Fall.

Haples,  Elms,  Lindens,  Horse  Chestnuts,  Planes,  Poplars  and  most  deciduous  trees  can 

be  put  out  with  perfect  safety  in  autumn.   Silver-leaved  or  soft  Maples,  Magnolias  and  Tulip  Trees 

are,  however,  better  in  spring. 

As  a  rule,  the  medium  sizes  of  these  larger  trees  are  preferable;  those  10  to  12,  12  to  15,  or  15  to 

18  feet  making  better  specimens  after  a  few  years  than  the  extra  large  sizes.

STRAWBERRIES.  To  insure  a  good  crop 
the  following  season,  pot  plants  should  be 
put  out  in  autumn.  These  are  in  every  way 
preferable  to  layer  plants,  and  are  now 
generally  used  for  garden  planting  as  for 
forcing.  There  is  little  or  no  risk  in  trans- 
planting these  pot-grown  plants,  and  the 
early  fruiting  makes  them  most  desirable 
and  in  general  demand.
